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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Regarding 
Claim 10, Applicant argues that Larner and Sorenson do not teach all the limits of the claims. Examiner disagrees because the elements 
not taught in Larner are taught in Sorenson (as cited in the final office action). Larner is from the same field as the claimed invention but 
lacks some of the details of the claims. Sorenson adds those missing details. Primarily, Sorenson teaches the administrative markers to 
indicate the beginning and end of a process. The PSAVE markers and the indicator that a rollback is in progress are functionally the same 
basic markers as the FE and OE of the claimed invention. Further, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine 
Sorenson and Larner because they are from the analogous art of data backup and reconstruction. The motivation to combine Larner and 
Sorenson is to provide further details about the backing up of data. Both provide reconstruction and recovery after a power failure. Both log 
all writes and erases of data to a special section of memory. Sorenson more fully describes the data written to non-volatile memory with Is 
P-SAVES in addition to the audit trail records. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine Larner and 
Sorenson.
